This para beginning from “Once a firm.to deregister the firm” may

“Once a firm has been registered with the registering authority for a parti¬ 
cular export commodity, the registration will remain In force, unless 
the name of the firm is struck off for some reason or other. If a 
firm has, after registration not applied for a licence for a continuous 
period of 18 months or if there is an interval of more than 18 months 
between any two applications for licences, the registering authority 
will initiate action to de-register the Arm.”
